THOSE PESKY APHIDS! 


Aphids are all the rage again, min if 
you're like most people vou’re raging 


even if you don’t know w hat an aphid i is. 
There are myriad swarms of them in the 
air these days, little flying insects that 
get. in your eyes, nose, hair and clothes. 

Some people call them ** Noseeums’’, 
we've heard, and except in direct light, 
they do tend to be that way. Thev’re 
smnall enough not to attract attention, 
normally, but there are such swarms of 
them this vear, that they are attracting 
the attention of nearly everyone, 

We don’t know whether official re- 
cords, would list them as more numerous 
this vear than usual or not, but most of 
our acquaintances seem to feel that they 
did not use to be such a problem. It rais- 
es a question several people have been 
asking: why are they worse ? 

More than one commentator is won- 
tering 1f the increased tse of inseeticid- 
es on the farms may have something to 
do with the problem. They look at it this 
way — something used to keep the aph- 


ils. trimmed down to size, and that 
something now seems to be lacking. 


Pheir best solution is that the some- 
thing has been cut out of the picture by 
DDT and such other insect killers, while 
the aphid remains more or less immune 
to the poison. 

It may be that the experimental sta- 
tions could offer some kind of informa- 
tion to farmers on the long range ad- 
vantages of these killing agents. Nature 
always used to do pretty well with the 
balance of things until man came along 
to upset things, and it may be that this 
is only one more instance of man’s up- 
setting ways. On the other hand, it may 
be that something else could be found to 
destroy the aphids. 

Nature manages fairly well to main- 
tain balance in the scheme of things, as 
illustrated so aptly in the words of the 
poet, (misquoted but with more effect) : 

“Big fleas have little fleas 
That prey on ’em and bite’em; 
And little fleas have lesser fleas, 

And so ad infinitum.’’

A TAX ON LIVING 


The recent Court of Revision held fol- 
Iowng the new assessment of the town 
brought to light an unfair item in the 
basis of assessment of business houses, 
when two appeals were lodged.

Such a tax- 
ation basis, we feel, is quite unfair be-

Why should one business man be tax- 
ed because the nature of his business en- 
tails the use of machinery, while an- 
other business man not re quiring mach- 
inery gets off scot free. It is conceivable, 
for instance, that a garage operator 
an insurance man might do about the 
same gross business. Yet the garage op- 
erator must maintain a much larger 


premises than the latter, who needs only 


an office, and pays taxes in proportion. 
Why, then, add a tax to the one because 
he requires machinery in his business. 

The tnfairness can be seen clearly 
when a landlord is taxed for machinery 
installed by his tenant, machinery over 
which he has no control. 

This assessment principle becomes a, 
tax on earning a living. But it is not as 
fair as the income tax, because it does 
not apply to all. When the carpenter is 
taxed for his tools, and the doctor for 
is instruments, then it might be on a 
more fair basis. But we think they will 
obiect to the principle also. 


And will it come to the stage where | 


the grocer must pay a tax on the goods 
he has on his shelves? We hope that

place in the welfare of many people. 


his kind of advertising provides 
answers to those who maliciously 
y» ignorantly attempt to tear down 
he private ente: prise system, These 

eople hammer away at human as 
vects of life, and they are not ans- 
wered by statistics or records or 
reduction. There are human feat 
ures in the present economic set-up 
which ean be used throughout insti 
tutional advertising to explain, dem 
onstrate and sell the system as well 
} is its products, 

One unanswerable presentation of 
| this nature is to show the contras? 
| between living conditions in private 
lenterprise countries and in those 
countries which are hamstrung by 
dictatorial government manage- 
nent. The thinking person gathers 
this lesson in his daily contact with 
advertising, but it needs pointing 
up for those less observant. As L. S. 
Lyon says in a scholarly article in 
the Encyclopaedia of the Social 
S iences: ‘Consumer advertising is 
the first rough effort of a society 
ecoming } rosperous to teach itself 
the use of the relatively great 

ealth of new resources, new tech- 
niques and a reorganized product 
ion method.” 

The Western world is learning 
o produce goods at an ever faster 
rate and in always widening variety. 
Advertising brings this production 
into everyday lile, spreads it around 
mene people, 
o the rising standard of living. In 


rti ing brings forward the demand 


hat encourages manu acture, pro 
ides jobs, and spreads purchasing 
wer, 

RAISING LIVING LEVELS 


It may seem absurd to many pers- 
ons when we say that the consumer 
doesn't know what he wants until 
he is told about it, but an example 
will make it clear. Not one of us 
‘new, in 1914, that he wanted a 
| radio, or had the dollars to buy one. 
| Then suddenly, we all wanted radios 
}and millions of persons on this con- 
tinent had dollars to buy them. 

Advertising brings new products 
to our attention, and teaches us to 
use them; at first they are novelties, 
|}then luxuries, then staples and 
finally necessities. The fact that 
goods considered necessities today 
were the luxuries of a generation 
ago and quite unthought of in the 
days of our grandfathers is surely 
an indication of an advancing level 
of living. 

Two authorities may be quoted: 
Paul H. Nystrom, Professor of 
Marketing at Columbia University, 
Whose Marketing Handbook was 
listributed at last Spring’s public 
| relations seminar in Montreal, and 
George EB. Hotchkiss, whose Out- 
line of Advertising is a textbook in 
the advertising course at MeGill 
| University. 

It is generally admitted that ad- 
vertising tends to raise the standa'rd 
of living by acquainting the popula- 
tion with the advantages of socially 
( desirable products or services, mak-

Allowing for a certain amount of 
advertising that caters to human 
vanity, the net effect of the whole 
has probably been to cultivate ap- 
preciation of better and more whole- 
some standards of living. The per 
centage of people who regularly use 
dentifrices, razors and bathtubs has 
constantly risen, The family diet has 
become more varied and sensible; 
so has the family clothing. Houses 
and offices are managed with less 
labour and more comfort. Advertis 
ing has had a very definite share in 
this dev.lo, ment, And it has certain 
ly stimulated individual ambition 
end morale by awakening desires 
which can only be gratified by in- 
creasing one’s earning power. 
REDUCING COSTS 

It isa paradox that the more busi 
ness advertises a Worthy pro vuct the 
less the preduct costs the consumer 


By stimulating large demand, ad- 
vertising increases production and 
reduces unit production cost. At the 
same time, big production is de- 


pendent upon bulk distribution 
methods with a relatively stable de 
mand over a wide area. And, ag 
Ny: trom remarks: “Stability of de 
mand and a market great enough 
in territorial expanse to absorb locai 
shecks without greatly affecting the 
total market are fundamental te 
mass production and continuous en 
ployment.” 

Over‘a period of only a few years 
the demand for electric refiigeritors 
increased so greatly in response to 
advertising that production costs 
came down, and the purchase price 
per unit fell by 54 per cent. In the 
United States in 1905 the average 
cost of an automobile was $1,600 
and there were 20,000 sold: in 1935 
the average cost was $600 and gales 


totalled 3,200,000. Even in sueh 
everyday items ag toilet soap, re- 
ductions of 60 per cent have been 
shown in twenty years.

pokes, is expensive sport. They 


wish to learn why a product should 
be bought, and if the producer is not 
Willing to display it and tell the 
reasons, they view with suspicion 
There are, of course, some who like 
taking chances, but consumers on 
the whole are intelligently aware of

An ecologist is a man whose busi

An 
ecologist named’ William Vogt, 
who is chief of the Conservation 
Section of the Pan-American Un- 
ion, has written a book called, 
“Road to Survival.” In it he ap- 
plies the principles of ecological 
study to the human race and its 
environment, the globe on which 
we live. The conclusion is not a 
cheering one. Two things have 
been going on too fast—the in- 


crease in the world’s population and 
the depletion the world’s 
sources, The destruction of soil and

caused a lot of suffering. But the 
fact that there are more hungry
